Army Guard Campaign Under Way _ 


An intensive recruiting 
Campaign to give Alabama the 
largest assigned Army Guard 
strength in the nation is now 
underway in the state 

Governor George C 
Wallace and Maj. Gen. Charles 
A. Rollo, the adjutant general 
of Alabama, jointly announced 
the campaign which will be 
called ‘‘Operation #1 In The 
Nation."’ 

The drive, which will con- 
clude February 2%, is aimed 
at gaining 1,000 new members 
for the Alabama Army Nat- 
ional Guard to enable the State 
to surpass New York andCal- 
ifornia in total assigned Army 
Guard strength 

“While we rank 2ist in 
population, we now have the 
third largest Army Guard 
strength in the nation," 
Wallace noted “Only New 
York and California, our two 
most populous states, have 
more.”’ 


Figures compiled by the 
Recruiting Office at the State 
Military Department showed 
Alabama with 18,888 Army 
Guard members at the end of 
November. New York had 
19,607 and California had 
A%,436 members. Thus, Ala- 
bama trailed New York by 71° 
and California by 548 mem- 
bers on November 3 

“The Alabama National 
Guard brings more than $62 
million into Alabama each 
year in federal funds. Each 
new member gained during 
this drive will mean additional 
federal monies for the statein 
the form of weekend drill and 
summer camp pay along with 
more supporting funds,’’ Rollo 
Said 

General Rollo pointed out 
the large number of Guard 
units in the State made it pos- 
sible for a person to join the 
Army Guard and innoinstance 
be more than 25 miles from 


a unit. 

‘We have the largestar- 
mory system inthenation with 
at least one armory and unit 
in every county,’’ Rollo 
pointed out. He urged anyone 
interested in joining the Guard 
to contact their nearest ar- 
mory. ‘The full-time tech- 
nician there can give any per- 
son information on joining the 
Guard,"’ Rollo concluded. 

Governor Wallace lauded 
the performance of the present 
members of the Guard also 
“The Alabama Guard has 
built a proud heritage of ser- 
vice to our state and nation 
Not only have they proven 
themselves capable of aug- 
menting our regular forces in 
times of national emergen- 
cies, but have answered the 
call for emergency assistance 
countless times within our own 
State.”’

BY THE GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, the Legislature 
of Alabama at the Regular Ses- 
sion 1975 ordered an election 
to be held by the qualified 
electors of the State of Ala- 
bama upon a certain proposed 
aymendement to the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama, which said 
amendment is herein set out, 
and ordered that the said el- 
ection be held on the first 
Tuesday after the expirationof 
three months from final ad- 
journment of the 1975 Regular 
Session of the Legislature of 
Alabama at which the amend- 
ment was proposed; and 

WHEREAS, the first Tues- 
day after the expiration of 
three months from final ad- 
journment of the 1975 Regular 
Session of the Legislature of 
Alabama will be and occur on 
January 13, 1976; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such 
election, together with the 
proposed amendment is re- 
quired by law and by the pro- 
visions of the act submitting 
the amendment to be given 
by a proclamation of the Goy- 
ernor to be published in each 
county in the State of Ala- 
bama for four successive 
weeks next preceding the day 
appointed for the election: 

NOW, THREREFORE, I, 
George C. Wallace, as Gov- 
ernor of the State of Alabama, 
do hereby give notice, direct 
and proclaim that on Tuesday 
the 13th day of January, 1976, 
an election will be held at the 
several polling places within 
the State of Alabama in the 
manner and form provided by 
law upon the following pro- 

sed amendment to the Con- 
titution of the State of Ala- 
bama of 1901: 

“The State of Alabama is 
authorized to become indebted 
and to sell and issue inter- 
est bearing bonds, in addition 
to all other bonds of the state, 
in an aggregate principal a- 
mount not exceeding $15,000,- 
000. Of the proceeds derived 
from the sale of said bonds, 
$7,000,000 shall be used solely 
for the purpose of paying the 
expenses incurred in the sale 
and issuance thereof and for 
the acquisition, construction, 
equipment and improvement of 
mental health facilities, in- 
cluding security medical faci- 
lities for persons requiring 
security during treatment. The 
improvement ofa facility shall 
be deemed to include the reno- 
vation, modernization, remod- 
eling, and equipment of exist- 
ing facilities and the construc- 
tion of additions thereto: and 
the construction of a facility 
shall be deemed to include 
the acquisition of sites and 
equipment therefor. Proceeds 
in the amount of $2,000,000 
derived from the sale of bonds 
provided for herein shall be 
used solely for the purpose of 
paying the expenses incurred 
in the sale and issuance there- 
of and for the acquisition, con- 
struction, equipment and im- 
provement ofa seed technology 
center at Auburn University 
and a foundation seed pro- 
cessing facility at Headland, 
Alabama. Of the proceeds de- 
rived from the sale of said 
bonds $6,000,000 shall be used 
for the purpose of paying the 
interest incurred in the sale 
and issuance of said bonds 
and for acquisition, construc- 
tion and equipment of capital 
improvements, including, 
without limitation a facility 
or facilities for the housing, 
training, education and re- 
habilitation ~f prisoners. 

“Said bunds shall be sold 
only at a duly advertised pub- 
lic sale or sales, upon seal- 
ed bids or at auction, to the 
bidder whose bid reflects the 
lowest total net interest cost 
to the state for the bonds of- 
fered for sale and shall be 

sold at not less that their 
fact value plus accrued in- 
terest thereon. Said bonds 
shall be direct general ob- 
ligations of the state, and for 
the prompt and faithful pay- 
ment of the principal thereof 
and the interest thereon the 
full faith and credit of the 
state are hereby irrevocably 
jpledged. The bonds issued 
under this amendment and the 
income therefrom shall be ex- 
empt from all taxation in the 
state. The législature shall ad- 
opt appropriate enabling leg- 
islation to carry out the in- 
tent and purpose of this 
amendment.”

WHEREAS, the Legislature 
of Alabama, at the Regular 
Session 1975 ordered an elect- 
ion to be held by the quali- 
fied electors of the State of 
Alabama upon a certain pro- 
posed amendment to the Con- 
stitition of Alabama which said 
amendment is herein set out, 
and ordered that the said elec- 
tion be held on the first Tues- 
day after the expiration of three 
months from final adjournment 
of the 1975 Regular Session of 
the Legislature of Alabama at 
which the amendment was pro- 
posed; and 

WHEREAS, the first Tuesday 
after the expiration of three 
months from final adjournment 
of the 1975 Regular Session 
of the Legislature of Alabama 
will be and occur on January 
13, 1976; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such 
election, together withthe pro- 
posed amendment. is required 
by law and by the provisions of 
the act submitting the amend- 
ment to be given by a pro- 
clamation. of the Governor to 
be published in each county 
in the State of Alabama for 
four successive weeks next 
preceding the day appointed 
for the election; 

NOW, THEREFORE, 1, 
George C. Wallace, as Gov- 
ernor of the State of Alabama, 
do hereby give notice, direct 
and proclaim that on Tuesday 
the 13th day of January 1976, 
an election will be held at 
the several polling places with- 
in the State of Alabama in the 
manner and form provided by 
law upon the following proposed 
amendment to the Constitution 
of the State of Alabama of 1901: 

“‘The Legislature may, from

LO, THE FRUIT OF THE 
FOREST 

Back in the pioneer days, 
the fruits of the forest were 
for giftgiving and sometimes 


horticult rs’ species were in- 
troduced, i. great effort was 
made to develop the native 
fruits. 

The wild crabapple, which 
grows in a wide range in this 
country, has never been cul- 
tivated for its fruit to any 
extend. 

There are 18 native spe- 
cies of wild plums--most of 
which are not well known. 
But, some have been domest- 
icated and established in cul- 
tivation. They were derived 
from the nothern wild plum or 
the southern or Chickasaw 
plum. 

Early settlers used to speak 
of ‘‘serviceberries’’ because 
they were used to makenative 
fruits into jellies and jams 
and pies. The ‘'pawpaw,”’ 
somewhat like the West In- 


eastern parts of the United 
States. 

Fruits of the forest in- 
clude the persimmon --the 
soft, astringent green looking 
fruit used in breads, puddings, 
muffins and cakes ~- mostly 
in the south. Then there are 
currants, red mulberries, 
elderberries, wild Hackber- 
ries, wild raspberries, cher- 
ries, strawberries, and wild 
grapes, then, as now to be 
found in the forest. In some 
areas these fruits are still 
important--but nationwide, we 
usually look to fruits from cul- 
tivated sources. But--we may 
be missing something. 


LAUNDERING TIPS 

Check garments before wash-

WhenFamilies Gather 
It’s Christmas! 


Through the years, the 
ways of celebrating Christ- 
mas have taken on many 
different forms 

Today's Christmas tree is 
apt to be plastic or alumi- 
num, rather than nature’s 
own fir, spruce or pine. The 
glow of tiny beeswax candles 
on a tree is only a memory, 
replaced now by strings of 
twinkling electric lights. 

Jolly Santa, once trans- 
ported only by reindeer- 
drawn sleigh, may now ar- 
rive by helicopter or jet plane. 

But in spite of changes, the 
essence of the season, the 
basic spirit of Christmas, 
stays the same. 

Christmastide is, above all, 
a time for togetherness and 
rejoicing. And a modern 
Christmas, just like an old- 
fashioned Christinas, calls 
for gatherings of family and 
friends, with much merri- 
ment, fun and feasting. 

Right now in this commu- 
nity, families are celebrating 
the holiday with just such 
gatherings, such merriment, 
fun and feasting. 

Like families of yesteryear, 
they celebrate with gifts and 
greens, with the warmth of 
a glowing hearth and the 
gleam of a lighted tree, with 
stockings hung by the chim- 
ney with care and even with 
candles, though these beckon 
brightly from candleholders 
rather than from the tree. 

All these ways of celebrat- 
ing are part of the legend 
and lore of Christmas. 


Exchanging Gifts 

Exchanging gifts at Christ- 
mas is one of the most time- 
honored of customs, and toys, 
dolls and games for the chil- 
dren have always ranked 
high on the gifts list. 

In the not-so-long-ago, 
however, just one important 


' present — a doll for a little 


girl, perhaps, and:a toy ac- 
cordion for her brother—wss 
all that youngsters might ex- 
pect at Christmas. 


Though Santa is more 


bountiful nowadays, the gifts 
he brings .are like those of 
yesteryear in at least one 
way. They reflect the inter- 
ests and fashions of their 
times. 

Dolls, yesterday and today, 
dress in the favorite styles 
of the moment. Toys, too, 
show the influence of current 
events. 

Toy racing cars, for in- 
Stance, came in with the au- 
tomobile, while today more 
complex types of wheel toys 
take advantage of modern 
technological developments. 


Using Greens 

Use of greens and garlands 
to decorate for a festive sea- 
son goes back a thousand 
years before the birth of 
Christ. The custom began 
with the ancient Egyptians. 

Many of the traditions of 
pagan festivals were later 
merged with the celebration 
of Christmas, and evergreens, 
because they stay green

Decorating the Tree 

Many ancient legends as- 
sociate trees with Christmas 
One is that on the first Holy 
Night, all the trees of the 
forest blossomed and bore 
fruit. 

The idea of adorning the 
Christmas tree with orna- 
ments may have started with 
an attempt to create the ef- 
fect of snow on the branches. 
Strings of popcorn and tufts 
of cotton were used. 


Lighting the Tree 

Martin Luther started the 
custom of lighting the tree, 
legend says. 

To symbolize stars glowing 
forth on a snow-filled win- 
ter’s night, he placed lighted 
candles on his family's tra- 
ditional Christmas tree. 


Burning the Log 

Today's fireplaces, though 
smaller in scale than those 
of yesteryear, symbolize at 
Christmas the age-old cus- 
tom of burning the log. 

The Yuie log was adapted 
to Christmas celebrations 
from the Scandinavian prac- 
tice of building huge bonfires 
at the winter solstice. Fire 
represented the spring sun, 
soon to return. 


Hanging Stockings 
St. Nicholas, so legend says, 
secretly gave gifts of gold for 
the dowries of poor spinsters. 
He tossed tne gold down a 
chimney on Christmas Eve, 


and on one occasion the gift 
landed in a stocking hung by 
the fireplace to dry. 

A tangerine or an orange 
in the toe of a stocking has 
come to be symbolic of the 
gifts of gold. 


ABOUT GREENS 

Many Christmas greens 
used today were once pagan 
symbols. Flowers and leafy 
boughs were used in Roman 
rites. The Saxons used holly, 
ivy and bay in their religious 
observances. 


Poinsettia Shows 
Season’s Colors 


Showing the colors of 
Christmas, red and green, the 
tropical poinsettia adorns 
many homes at the holiday 
season. Though it is now a 
favorite holiday houseplant, 
the poinsettia is a relative 
newcomer to the customs of 
Christmas. 

It was discovered by, and 
later named for, Joel R. Poin- 
sett. When he Was serving as 
U.S. minister to Mexico in 
1828, Dr. Poinsett sent a cut- 
ting of the plant to a friend. 

Growers became interested, 
but it was not until 1906 that 
the poinsettia was marketed. 
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An old-
